He rang 
in an alarm, but when the firemen reached 
the scene the whole building, which Was seven 
stories high and extended west from Yonge 
street to Jordan, and the rear portion of 
which was occupiei by tLe Toronto Litho. 

graph company, was in flames. A strong 
southeast wind was blowing dt the time and 
cinders from the burning building were sent 
flying for blocks, Fortunately a heavy fall of 
snow had taken place during Saturday after- 
noon and evening, covering the roofs to the 
depth of four inches, and the cinders fell 
harmless, 

But neither the snow nor the most vigorous 
efforts of the fire department could prevent 
the fire from spreading to the buildings in the 
immediate vicinity of the Globe, and soon the 
dry goods house of Nicholas Rooney to the 
south, Harry Webb’s restaurant, on the 
northwest corner of Meiinda and Yonge; the 
large new building of S. F. McKinnon & Co., 
wholesale milliners, on the southwest corner 
of Jordan and Melinda streets, and several 
buildings to the south of the Globe on Jordan 
strect were in flames. 

Fatality Among Firemen, 

While the firemen were at work on the 
Globe Building the north wall fell. A new 
aerial truck was standing in the street below 
at the time and half a dozen flremen were 
working on it. 
under the falling bricks, one of whom, Rob- 
ert Bowery, aged 24, was injured so badly 
that he died at the hospital this morning. The 
other, Robert Foster. was seriously hurt. 

About the same time a portion of the wall 
of the Globe Building fell upon the printing 
office of Brough & Caswell, which adjoined it 
on Jordan street, and, crashing through the 
roof, precipitated Chief Ardagh and a num- 
ber of firemen, who were in the building, 
down the elevator shaft.. The Chief sustained 
internal injuries and nad to be removed to 
his home. Theother men hurt were: Fire- 
men Frank Forsyth, Charles Smedley, Henry 
Saunders, and James Davidson. Smedley 
was the most seriously injured. 

When after several hours’ hard work the 
fire was got — control nothing of the 
Globe Buiiding Rooney’s dry goods es- 
tablishment was left but portions of the walls, 
while Webb’s restaurant, McKinnon’s milli- 
nery establishment, and Brough & Cas well's 
printing office were gutted.

DAVID REVELL HAS A FINANCIAL PLAN. 


He Wants the State Banks te Loan on 
Mercantile Stock For Pure Beer. 

David Revell, Cook County— “ 1 will in. 
troduce a bill giving State banks authority to 
loan money on mercantile stocks. It in re- 
ality isthe Mont de Piété system of Paris. 
Later in the session I will introduce à bill 
regulating the manufacture of beer. The bill 
will indicate the elements and the proportion 
of each to be used in the making of beer and 
will make the use of hops mandatory. The 
bill will contain the exact receipt for making 
pure beer. I am in favor of civil service re- 
form legislation, as applied to city and county 
governments, and am in favor of a committee 
to investigate the municipal affairs of Chi-

D. E. SHANAHAN’S INHERITANCE TAX. 


That Is One of the Ideas He Will Advo- 
eatemAcainst the Brennan Bill. 
David E. Shanahan, Cook County: “I 
have several bills which I will introduce, one 
providing for an inheritance tax on estates 
and another to regulate stenographers’ fees 
in the Probate Courts. Later oa I will intro- 
duce a bill amending the primary election 
law. I believe judges and clerks for primary 
elections should be selected in the same 
as judges and clerks for regular elections. 


State Special Laws Are Required, 

John W. White of Whiteside—* It is my 
judgment that the Legislature should proceed 
somewhat conservatively in the matter of 
legislation. There is no doubt there is room 
for the enactment of some additional laws 
and the amending of others, but I shall 
take a conservative position. There seems 
to be considerable demand for legislation 
relating to Chicago, and from all 1 
know of the situation I think it is neces- 
sary to give the subjects now being agi. 
tated by the people of Cook County careful 
consideration ros rass such laws as will tend, 
as nearly as possible to bring about the re- 
forms needed. While a good deal can be done 
toward checking abuses by the enactment of 
proper legislation the people must rely in the 
main upon honest men to administer the 
laws. Iam not posted thoroughly as to the 
needs of Chicago, butit looks to me that 
some inguiry should be made into the exist- 
ing stute of affairs. It is my judgment that 
the adoption of the merit system in the con- 
duct of the departments of the Chicago city 
governmeat would be a good thing. 3 
has about one-third the population of 0 
State and naturally requires legislation of a 
special nature, and I think if at some future 
time a constitutional convention is held 
a provision will inserted 1 
the new instrument 
the Legislature will have power to enact laws 
that will apply especially to Chicago. As far 
as lam concerned individually I only have 
one measure which I will introduce in the 
House, It relates to the existing divorce 
laws. The bill provides that insanity bn the 
part of the husband or wife shall be a good 
and sufficient ground for obtaining a divorce. 
Of course it must be established "that the hus- 
band or wife, as the case may be, is suffering 
from insanity that is incurable. This must 
be established by examination or on the cer- 
tificate of experts and those in charge of the 
asylums of the State. Such a law has been 
enacted in some of the States and I think has 
been productive of good results. The present 
law embarrasses the husband or wife in the 
management of the estate, as the husband of 
un insane woman is unable to convey any 


property. 
D. 8. BERRY WILL FIGHT VICIOUS BILLS 


Bat He Has a Few Pet Measures That He 
Will Urge for Passage. 

Daniel S. Berry of Carroll County—“ It is 
not my intention to introduce many measures 
at this session. I will combine my efforts to 
pushing along good bills and attempting to 
defeat vicious measures, I think a member 
can serve his constituents quite as well some- 
times in preventing legislation as he can by 
trying to enuct new laws. The man who has 
a lot of bills to father is more or less compli- 
cated and is often embarrassed in preventing 
the enactment of measures that should be de- 
feated. . 

Ons of the bills which I will introdue pro- 
vides that the divorce law shall be so amend- 
ed as to make insanity a sufficient ground for 
obtaining a divorce. There has been a de- 
mand for legisiation in this direction, and I 
believe incurable insanity is certainiy a justi- 
fiable ground for obtaining a separation. 
Wisconsin, I believe, has a law which makes 
insanity the ground of divorce, but sufficient 
safeguards should be thrown around the law 
to prevent its abuse. The certificates of 
some high authority that the husband 
or wife is suffering from insanity that 
is incurable should be introduced in evi- 
dence. I also have a bill providing 
for the appointment by Circuit Courts of a 
referee in common law cases where there is 
considerable accounting to be done. It is a 
difficultmatter in actions growing out of fail- 
ures where books are to be examined and ac- 
counts to be looked into to place the matter 
before a jury. The bill provides that in such 
cases the Circuit Judge shall appoint a 
referee, who shall examine all the accounts 
and hear all the evidence and make a report 
to the court. New York has such a law, and 
I understand it has proven exceedingly satis- 
factory. 

** So far as reform legislation is concerned 
I have given the matter little attention 
farther than what I have seen in the papers. 
There seems to be a strong demand for 
changes in laws that effect Chicago particu- 
larly, and it seems to me that to arrive at an 
exact understanding as to what is needed 
some inquiries should be made into existing 
affairs. I do not know how the Legislature 
will regard the matter, but there seems to be 
a demand for an investigation into the mu- 
nicipal affairs of Chicago. I do not pretend

Such a provision may not be neces- 
sary in smaller cities, but it certainly 
is in Chicago and some of the larger cities 
out in the country. The amendment also 
should provide for an extension of the term 
of office from two to four years. I am not 
certain that there are not other public officers 
who should be treated in a similar way. 
Sheriffs and Treasurers are ineligible to suc- 
ceed themselves, and I think the people have 
found this law has been beneficial as well as 
satisfactory.” 


W. G. COCHRAN WANTS PURE ELECTIONS 


He Alse Has a Weather Eye Out for Vari- 
ous.Municipal Reforms. 

W. G. Cochran of Moultrie County—* I do 
not think there isa demand for the enact- 
ment of many new laws, but it is my judg- 
ment that some of the existing laws should 
be amended, If the report of the commis- 
sion appointed to revise and codify che stat- 
utes is full and complete it might answer the 
purpose and thus obviate the necessity of the 
submission of many amendmenfs, The elec. 
tion law, in my judgment, should be amended 
more particularly in reference to its opera- 
tion in large cities where there is so much 
difficulty in the protection of citizens exer- 
cising the elective franchise. Those who have 
experienced these difficulties will be better 
able to suggest remedies than I am. 

There should be some amendment to the 
revenue laws. The system of collecting the 
taxes is good, except I believe it would be 
better to make the collection twice a year in- 
stead of once. In this way the people would 
be able to control their funds longer, and 


would not feel the demands so heavily. The 


greatest evil is the manner in which the law is 
applied by assessors. The assessments are 
too low and in many municipalities and 
achool districts they are unable to raisea 
sufficient sum of money to run the schools, 
»I think there ought to bea law putting the 
police in large cities under the control of a 
commission or some other authority than the 
Mayor. The Police Department should be 
separate and distinct from the Mayor’s office, 
and, so far as possible, the police stiould be 
removed from political influences. It might 
be well to apply civil service reform rules to 
the minor appointive offices in the large cities. 
The bill which has been prepared authorizing 
the Governor to appoint the first Police 
Board in the large cities does not meet my ap- 
proval. As to the matter of appointing an 
investigation committee to inquire into the 
municipal affairs of Chicago, I have not 
given the matter much thought, It seems to 
me such investigations realiy ought to be 
made by the municipal government, if pos- 
sible. Under the laws of this State an in- 
vestigation on the part of the Legislature 
might seem to be an interference of the State 
Government with the City Government. It 
is true, however, that the city is dependent 
upon the State and gets its power from the 
Legislature. Yet an investigation will en- 
tail considerable expense and might not 
bring about the result desired, If good re- 
sults could be obtained I would be giad to 
see such an investigation and would favor it.“ 


WILLIAM PAYNE OUT FOR AN ASYLUM.: 


He Will Fight Hard te Have a Building 
in Northwestern Lilinois. 


William Payne of Rock Island County—* I 
will introduce the bill which I presented at 
the last session for the erection of an asylum 
for the insane to be located in the north west- 
ern part of the State. The provisions of the 
measure will be about the same as those of 
the bill introduced in the last General Assem- 
bly. It provides for an appropriation of 
$400,000, and directs that the institution 
must be located in the northwestern section. 
There is no institution of this kind in this 
portion of the State, and the other asylums 
are so far, away that a great expense is 
incurred in taking the insane from the north- 
western counties to these institutions. It is 
also a source of considerable expense to the 
friends and relatives of the unfortunate 
people in the asylums to go to these institu- 
tions to visit the patients. There is no insti- 
tution of this kind outside of the r houses 
in the locality referred to. It is purpose 
to build and maintain a hospital similar to 
the institutions at Jacksonville, Eigin, Kanka- 
kee, and Anna.

F. E. HARDING FOR A MERIT SYSTEM. 


He Thinks the Republicans of Chicago Can 
Suggest Proper Reforms, 

Senator Fred E, Harding of Warren Coun- 
ty—* I have not prepared any measures for 
introduction in the Senate, but I may drop a 
bill or two in later in the session. There is 


considerable room for legislation regarding 


the manner of making assessments and there 
area number of ameudments that might be 
made to the revenue law. I am heartily. in 
favor ofan amendment to the special assess- 
ment law so the property-owner will have 
more to say. I think the city should pay for 
the paving and improving of the street inter- 
sections. In my judgment a bill should 
be passed providing for the establishment of 
the merit system in the public offices of large 
cities, This, of course, should only have ref- 
erence to Chicago and cities over 100,000 
population. I do not think the present sys- 
tem is objectionable in the government of the 
smaller cities of the State. The leading Re- 
publicans of Chicago seem to be anxious to 
have the merit system introduced there, and I 


think they are better able to judge of the ne- 


cessities there than any oné else. In Chicago 
the spoils system seems to have worked an in-

contention to the politicians. If the merit 
system will reduce the municipal expenses 
and will satisfy the demands of the people I 
am in favor of some such measure.

Dr. Hillis’ Opening Address, 


Dr. Hillis, in response to the address of Mr. 
Lyman J. Gage, said: To the Board of 
Trustees and Members of Central Church and 
Congregation: Just fourteen years ago today 
this congregation was assembied for the first 
time in Central Music Hall to bear the word 
of God through David Swing, your now 
ascended Elijah. Then and upon a previous 
occasion your pastor uttered inaugural words, 

‘this enterprise might lie before you in 
its full scope of opportunity and responsibil- 
ity.’ Looking out on his beloved city, his 
heart was moved with compassion. Even 
while he rejoiced in every evidence of its in- 
creasing wealth, wisdom virtue, he had 
also to confess the city’s woe, wretchedness, 
and sin. To the end that he might help you 
redeem our common life from ignorance and 
iniquity to wisdom, and integrity, he devised 
a plan for founding this Central Church. 
Certain material considerutions led him to 
enter upon this enterprise with great pleasure 
These physical argu- 
ments included motives of convenience. 
based upon the withdrawal of the family 
churches to the outlying residence districts; 
the massing of the business interests in one 
com pect square with thousands of young men 
dwelling near this Central Hall; the con- 
vergence here of public highways and com- 
mon carriages; the multitude of strangers in 
the great hotels clustered about this center. 
Here was great need; therefore great. op- 
portunity; and opportunity for David Swing 
always ment obligation. 

Moral Reasons for Founding Central Church 


„To these considerations of convenience 
(considerations more cogent now than four- 
teen years ago) were added motives moral in 
nature, Seeking the fullest liberty Prof. 
Swing desired to teach Christianity in its uni- 
versal relations, and interpret the Bible rather 
as a book of life than as a book of doctrines. 
He wished to ply men not with a particular 
truth peculiar to a denomination, but with 
the truth of God as it was held ia common by 
Christian men of all churches. Going directly 
to the Bible, nature, history, events, and to 
the soul in its lummous hours, he reported tu 
you what he saw and heard. I hold.“ he said, 
not a negative religion, but one of positive 
devotion to Jesus Christ and to all the precious 
interests of humanity. Setting forth each 
day from Christ as the radiating point of our 
system I desire to apply his lite to human 
life; his pardon to human sin; his hope to 
human hearts.’ If he denied certain doctrines 
it was that ‘Christ might not be injured by 
the inventions of men.’ If he ignored certain 
philosophies it was that they might not ob- 
scure him who was ‘the way, the truth, the 
life’; whose presence was noonday, whose 
absence was night. If he held the dogmas in 
light esteem it was because one valucs 
little a photograph of a friend when 
the friend is a constant and inspiring pres- 
ence. He grounded himself upon the inde- 
structible religious nature of men. Chris- 
tianity seemed to him a system of universal 
principles. Nothing local or temporary had 

lace therein. It teaches the science of right 
5 it is the art of a just and charitabie 
carriage of one’s faculties in the home, the 
market, and forum. It is vitally related not 
only to a heaven beyond the grave but to 
good homes. and cities, and empires here. 
Believing that ours is a land whose genius 
and institutions require a hign degree of in- 
telligence and moral culture, he founded this 
Central Church as one among many helpful 
instruments for teachmg Jesus Christ. Ask 
ing in this movement the sympathy of the 
great circle of churches, and extending greet- 
ing to all, he for Central Church pledged 
to them in return, * Your strong right hand, 
your heart’s best wishes and Best love.’ 
Prophesying the permanency of this church, 
he said, ‘I believe Central Church will go on 
when I have passed away from life and mem- 
ory.’ From life he hath indeed gone to join 
that noble group of aposties, prophets, mar- 
tyrs, sages. saints, gatheréd out of every gen- 
eration and clime. But he hath not passed 
from memory. Should it be given to tnis 
church to endure with the worid’s remem- 
brances of him, then your enterprise hath en- 
tered upon a perpetual career that shail abide 
with the generations. 

Future of Central Church, 

In forecasting the future of this organiza- 
tion and its possible influence, it was Prof. 
Swing’s constant and oft repeated regret that 
physical limitations forbade his assuming 
added burdens. But he prophesied the new 
era, when old things and methods should pass 
away, and God should make all things new. 
He looked forward with passionate eagerness, 
Idoubt rot, to the time when each Sabbath 
evening a multitude should assemble here to 
receive the enriching and regenerating truth 
of Jesus Christ; when each Sabbath after- 
noon weary men and women should come in 
hither to enjoy aria, oratorio, and symphony, 
and through music be lifted up toward him 
who beareth our burdens. Rejoicing that the 
splendid generosity of some of your number 
had builded and equipped Ciybourn Mission, 
he must have anticipated the day when this 
church would make itself responsible for that 
section of the city through the maintenance 
of a well equipped social settlement; night 
and industrial schools; lectures of travel by 
those skillful to use the stereopticon; with 
ciubs and extension courses, and every intel- 
lectual and morai instrument having for its 
aim the betterment of men. 

„Today we gratefully confess our debt of 
love to him who did so much to lift our city 
and our Nation towards the higher life. But 
as individuals and a community we shall best 


| fulfill our heavy obligations by realizing 


through organization his social and moral 
ideals. In a material form this city with its 
spiendid civilization is the monument of your 
intelligence, industry, and genius. The 
events of providence now chalienge you to 
invent here a moral and social mechanism 
whose lines running parallel with your indus- 
trial and financial activities shall move out 
into all the earth. Life hath no higher or 
holier ambition than human helpfulness. To 
help you in your purpose to heip men I am 
persuaded you have sent for me. Obedient 
to your request, and rede confidently upon 
your prayerful sympathy, lam here to speak 
to you of God ana his all-ioving providence; 
of his divine and human son, who alone can 
heal our heart hurts, bear our burdens, 
cleanse all our ills; of conscience, God's min- 
ister plenipotentiary to the court of man’s 
soul; of right and duty, and liberty through 
law; of love, and hope, and aspiration; of 
service and self-sacrifice. From social de 
lights and banquets, and iife’s many and 
praise-worthy pleasures, grant me.

happy, and helpful yesterdays, whose accu- 
mutated treasures crowd forward tLe soul’s 
present activities. But for his yesterdays 
stored up in memory man would be impotent 
for any heroic ae or deed. He would 
remain: a perpetual infant. As the child 
journeys away from the cradle memory gath- 
ers up and carries forward faces, words, 
books, arts, sciences, literatures; and t 
recolteettons are embalmed and transmitted 
as soul capital, legacies, unspeakabiy pre- 
cious. Yesterday, therefore, is no mausoleum 
of dead deeds; no storehouse of mummies. 
Mewory is a granary holding seed for tomor- 
row's sowing; memory isan armory holding 
weapons for tomorrow’s batties; memory is 
a medicine chest with baims for tomorrow's 
hurts; memory is a library with wisdom for 
tomorrow's emergency. esterday holds the 
full store of today’s civilization: contains our 
tools, conveniences, knowledges; contains 
our battlefields and victories; above all gives 
us Bethlehem and Calvary. But alone man’s 
yesterday is impotent; his tomorrow ineuffi. 
cient. The true man. binds all bis days to- 
gether with an earnest, intense, passionate 
purpose. His yesterdays, todays, and to- 
morrows march together, one solid column, 
animated by ane thought, constrained by one 
conspiracy of desire, energizing toward one 
holy and helpful purpose, to serve God and 
love man. : 

Man Born a Long Way from Home. 


“Having suggested to us the uses of ret- 
rospection the sage tells us God governs man 
through the regency of hope. The reasons 
therefore are self-evident. Man is born a 
long way from home. No cradle rocks a fuli 
orbed manhood. The babe begins a mere 
handful of germs; a bough of unblossomed 
buds. Itisa weary climb from nothing to 
manhood at its best. As things rise in the 
scale of being the distance between birth and 
maturity widens. Mollusks are born close up 
to their full estate, sandflies mature ic two 
days, butterflies in two weeks, humming birds 
in as many months. But let no man think 
the vast all-shadowing redwood trees of Cali- 
fornia grew in a mushroomic night. When 
the seed first thrust its rootlets down into 
the soil and its plumule up to 
the sunshine it entered upon a 
long career, Saved by hope after 
800 years of growth it gives 
shade to myriads of birds; beams for lathe 
and loom and ship in the service of industry; 
lends pen and pencii to poet and artist in the 
service of beauty; through desk and pew en- 
ters into man's inteliectual and moral life; 
through instruments of convenience strength- 
ens the sweet amenities of the home; work- 
ing, it also waited and is saved by hope. But 
man stands at the very summit of creation. 
He is at the head of all that creep, swim, 
and walk. and fly. Preparatory to his domin- 
ion he begins with the lowest and runs the 
whole gumut of experience of all living taings 
below him. And hope alone can save him 
as he journeys upward through all the inter. 
mediate stages on his way to his throne and 
his God. Big with destiny, he is saved by 
hope. Not today and not yesterday can sul- 
fice, The present offers only standing room 
—four and twenty hours. Memory is e bin 
banked with snowdrifts, not the wavimg har- 
vest fields. Man’s life is all in front of him. 
His large endowment asks for an extended 
period of time; asks seventy years for skill 
toward his body; asks an immortal destiny 
for mind and heart, He is saved by hope 
and futurity. 


Why Man Is Governed by Hope. 


** Consider the scope and functions of hope 
and aspiration. Man is governed from above 
and within; while rocks, birds, beasts are 
governed frum below and without, Gravity 
holds the bowlder in its place. The channel 
saith to the river, Thus far and no farther.’ 
The fawn that is struck, the lion that strikes, 
the eagle dweiling above both, are controlled 
by fear. The charioteer drives his steeds 
from behind and controls by rein and scourge. 
But man is controlled from within and in 
front. God does not scourge his children 
forward through whips of fear. Hopes mov- 
ing on before him lure him onward.’ The 
Italian artist shows us the child passing near 
the precipice; then drew near a gentle guard. 
ian spirit. The unseen friend rolled along 
the pathway apples of Paradise and the child, 
following after with shouts of glee, was lured 
away from danger. To the beauty of the 
artist’s thought Homer’s story adds elements 
of instruction. When the Grecian boy was 
pursued by a giant whose breath was fire, 
whose hand held a huge club, two invisible 
beings lent help. One took the boy’s hand 
and lifted him forward, the other casting an 
invisible cord over him flew before him until 
his speed was doubled and the palace gates 
gave shelter. O0, beautiful story of 
God’s gentle rule o’er men. When 
troubles sweep over the world like sheeted 
storms, when men fear exceedingly, and 
strong men cower and shrink, and littie ones 
believe the next step to be the precipice, then 
God smiles. Striking some sweet bell he 
sends forth messengers to lure men forward; 
they hang stars in man’s night; they whisper 
that the twilight is nothing, since it is morn- 
ing twilight; that fears are bats and owls 
hooting at the dawn; that hope is a lark sing. 
ing the new day; that God reigns and all is 
well, Then depart all fears and supersti- 
tions. The courage of the future comes: the 
columns begin a forward march. These up. 
ward movements of society are the yearnings 
of God's heart lifting his children forward by 
hope. 

Hove the Spring of All Progress. 

„ Consider, moreover, that hope and aspira- 
tion furnish the secret spring of civilization. 
All things useful and beautiful once were 
only hopes and ideas. Free institutions are 
ideals of liberty, crystallized into word forms. 
Tools and instruments are ideals dressed up 
in iron clothes, The early forest man dweit 
in a cave; ached with cold and moaned with 
hunger. Going into the forest to dig roots 
he found honey hived by bees 
and nuts stored up dy squirrels 
against the winter. Straightway hope 
— to him a larger granary, whence 
hath come all man’s bins and storehouses. 
Man plucked a large plum and found it sour, 
and another plum small, but sweet. Hope 
suggested that he unite the two and strike 
through the abundant acid juices of the one 
with the sugar of the other. Thence came 
all vineyards and orchards. Diggingin the 
soil tired him, but hope suggested that his pet 
ox might pull his forked stick; when the 
wooden stick wore blunt hope replaced it 
with an iron point; when the iron point re. 
fu to scour hope suggested steel; when 
the steel made his burden light and doubled 
the pace of his steeds, hope suggested a seat 
on the plow; when the riding piow gave him 
time to think, hope suggested he could in- 
crease the harvest by doubling the depth; 
when the weight was overheavy for his 
beasts, hope suggested a steam plow, The 
Kensington Museum exhibits the growth of the 
plow idea, as it moved from the forked stick 
to the ‘steam gang.’ But if in this proces. 
sion of material plows we could see the pro- 
cession of ideal plows we would find that 
thoughts and hopes are a thousand-foild more 
than material things. By hope also do the 
people increase in wisdom and culture 
and character. Millions of men are 
digging and toiling twelve hours 
each day; and God hath sent forth hope to 
emancipate them from drudgery. The man 
digging with his pick hath a far-away look as 
he toils. Hope is drawing pictures of a cot. 
tage with vines over the doorway, with some 
one standing at the gate, a sweet voice sing- 
ing over the cradle; hope makes this home his: 
it rests the laborer saves him from de. 
spair. Multitudes working in the stithy and 
deep mines sweeten their labor and exalt 
tneir toil by aspiring thoughts, Thinking of 
his little ones at home, the miner says, My 
children shali not be as their father was; my 
drudgery is not for self, but for love’s sake: 
the sweat of iny brow is oil in the lam of 
love; I will * it tonight on the sac al- 
tar of home.“ ere is the secret of the rise 
and reign of the people. This explains all 
mans progress in knowledge and culture. 
As the fruits and flowers rise rank upon rank 
in response to the advancing summer so ali 
that is most refined and exaited in man’s 
mind or heart bursts forth in new ideala, re. 
iorms, revolutions in response to the reveia- 
tion of that personal presence from whom ail 
hope und aspiration incessantly proceed.

Hope and Lost Opportunities. 

% Multitudes may embitter their new year 
by undue reflections over be ag ther re neg- 
lected and lost in the past and denied in the 
present. Prof. Agassiz tells of a friend who 
sold his farm in Pennsylvania for $5,000 to 
invest it in Dakota, and after losing all in the 
new home returned to find the German who 
purchased the homestead had found oil and 
great wealth in aswamp which he had tried 
to drain off. An old gentleman recently told 
of his refusal in 1840 to accept as payment 
of a small note a lot on State street now 
worth half a million dollars, and he shed bit- 
ter tears over the loss of property he never 
owned. When Ali Hafed heard of the dia- 
monds in India he sold his estate and went 
forth to seek his fortune. His successor, wa- 
tering his camel in the garden, saw the gleam 
of gems in the white sand and discovered the 
Golconda mines. Had Ali Hafed had eyes to 
see his would have been boundless treasure at 
home instead of poverty, starvation, and 
death. These and simiiar legends stand for 
the opportunities that have gone forever. How 
many neglected their opportunities for educa- 
hon; now they knock unbidden at 
every door and no man opens. O mers were 
denied culture, and now feel they are unful- 
filled prophecies, Many by one error have 
injured eye or ear or lung or limb or nervous 
system. They grievously handicapped them- 
selves, Others by ingratitude, infidelity to 
trusts, treachery to friends, have poisoned 
happiness. Repentance is theirs, and also 
forgiveness, but not forgetfulness, The past 
is full of bitterness, But let the dead past 
bury ite dead, The future is still ours. The 
trees in October willingly let go their leaves 
to fall into the ditch. Their life is not in last 
year’s leaves, but in the infant bude that 
crowd the oid leaves off. Put forth new ac. 
tivities, Open new furrows. Sow new seed. 
This new year is all thine; but the time is 
short. Fulfill his dictum who said ‘I am as 
one going once across this vast continent; I 
would lean forth and sow as far as hand can 
scatter my seed, Let the angejs count the 
bundies.” No man should be discouraged in 
whom God believes, preserving him in life. 
Let hope in God sweeten life’s bitterness, 


Hopelessness and Overwork. 


“ Another enemy of hopefulness is found 
in nervous excesses and overwork. Men 
drain away their vitality. Ambitions unduly 
stimulate the brain. They break the laws of 
steep, and the laws of digestion, and the laws 
of nerve sobriety. They spend meir brain 
capital, Then they grow hopeless toward 
home and business. Ill health spreads a 
gioom over all life. Every judgment is ~ 
simistic; it could not be otherwise. 
jaundiced eye yellows the landscape. The 
sweetest music rasps like a file upon the 
nervous ear. Thomas Carlyle’s pessimism 
was largely physical. He overworked upon 
his life of Oliver Cromwell. Maurice once 
said, Carlyle believed in God down to the 
time of Oliver Cromwell.’ Once in a dis- 
couraging moment Lyman Beecher prayed, 
‘Lord, keep us from despising our rulers, 
and help them to stop acting so we cannot 
help despising them.’ Poor nerve, racked 
Pascal grew fearful lest his affection for his 
sister, who had nursed him through a long 
illness, was sinful. One day he wrote in his 
journal, Lord, forgive me for loving my 
dear sister so much.’ Afterward he drew his 
pen through the word ‘dear.’ Hope and 
trust toward God go with health. Sickliness 
is not saintliness. God cannot save by hope 
when man destroys by ill health. 

Stanley and Hope as a Test of Theology. 


Dean Stanley used hopefulness as a test 
of all systems of truth. Rightiy so. God is 
the god of hope and his truth, like himself, 
carried an atmosphere of good cheer. The 
falsity of medievalism appears in this—it 
robbed men of joy and giadness. was 
the center of darkness. His throne was iron. 
His heart was marble, His laws were huge 
implements of destruction. His nalties 
were red-hot cannon balls crashing along the 
sinner’s pathway. Repentance toward God 
was moving toward the arctics and away from 
the tropics, Christianity was anything but 
peace on earth, good will to men.’ Philoso- 
phers destroyed God’s winsomeness. The re- 
formers came in to lead men away fro 
medievalism back to God himself. M 
found hope again in redemptive love. They 
saw that any conception of God that dispirited 
and depressed men was perverted and false. 
No man hath done more to establish this fact 
than bim who long ago said: ‘Any presenta- 
tion of the gospel of Jesus Christ t does 
not come to the world as the balmy days of 
May comes to the unlocked northern zones; 
any way of preaching the love of God in 
Christ which is not as full of sweet- 
ness as the voice of the angels when they sang 
at the advent; any way of making known the 
proclamation of mercy which has not at least 
as many birds as there are in June and as 
many flowers as the dumb meadows know 
how to bring forth; any method of bringing 
before men the doctrine of salvation which 
does not make every one feel, There is hope 
for me in God—in the jivine plan, in the very 
nature of the organization of human life and 
society,’ is spurious—is n slander on God 
and is blasphemy against his love. 


The Errand of Trath a Successful Errand. 


How full of encouragement is this to par- 
ents, teachers, and reformers. Often men 
think their work is squandered. They seem 
to be sowing seed not upon the Nile, to find it 
again abundantly, but in midocean, to sink 
and come to naught. Parents and teachers 
break their hearts, fearing their watchfulness 
and instruction have failed. Men sow wheat 
and wait six months for a harvest; but they 
sow moral seed Sunday and Monday whip 
their children because the seed has not 
ripened. They forget that apples bitter 
in July may be sweet in August, To- 
day’s vice in the child is often 
tomorrow's virtue, as acid juices 
through frost become saccharine. Yesterday 
the mother rocked a little angel in the cradle; 
today she moans, ‘Alas, that I should have 
rocked a little fox, a little serpent, a little 
wolf.“ Tomorrow the child becomes a model 
of truth and integrity. The sage might have 
said, It is good that woman should hope 
and wait.’ Truth's errand has always been a 
successiul errand. Not a single social truth, 
or civic truth, or moral truth, has ever been 
lost out of the world. Secrets of cruelty and 
fraud, secrets of oppression and sin perish; 
but nothing that makes life happier or better 
hath been forgotten. We do not have to keep 
God and truth alive; they keep us alive, 
Vegetable seeds can be killed; but not moral 
seeds. When God issues his silent command 
to the earth flying into winter and wheels it 
back toward summer—it is given tono man 
to puta brake upon warmth; nor can he go 
up against the spring with swords n- 
ners. But easier this than staying the upward 
march of mankind. God is abroad upon a 
mission of recovery. Open thy hand O pub- 
licist! and sow thy seed. The seed shall per- 
ish, but not the harvest. Our childhood 
pleased with the story of the old 
monk who was shipwrecked alone 
on a desert ile. e always car- 
ried with him a few roots and seeds. Plant 
ing these, he died, but sailors coming twenty 
years later found the isie waving with fruit 
trees. To the beauty of this legend let ua 
add the truth of one who has made all this 
land his debtor. In 1801 4 youth, then 26 
years of age, passed through Western Penn- 
Sylvania. He was collecting apple seeds with 
which to found orchards in

munion sermon at St. Paul's Church, Prairie 
avenue and Thirtieth street, spoke regarding 
the root-principle of reform, from the text: 

Make you a new heart and right spirit.— ; 
Ezekiel, xviii., 31. 

The time may come when it will be found 
necessary to require special qualifications for 
citizenship in our great municipalities,” he 
said, ‘A city is, of course, a civic corpora- 
tion, and acts as an individual organism. 
Even the worst men have the power to change 
the whole tenor and spirit of their 
lives, by allowing the hidden man of 
the heart to come forth and sit 
regnant upon the throne of their nature. And 
as a person who awakes to a realization of 
the fact that he has been going wrong 
through the inordinate indulgence of his 
baser appetites resolves to submit himeelf to 
rigid self-discipline, so should the body poli- 
tie for its own good voluntarily consent to the 
domination of its better part. This vould in- 
sure the regeneration of society, concerning 
which many theories are projected. Just 
now the admirable Civic Federation of this 
city, with its well-appointed ward councils, 
has announced its intention to enter upon a 
crusade against filth of all kinds—physical, 
political, and social. 

* TI earnestly commend it to your careful con- 
sideration, and beg you not to abridge your 
contributions to its resources. But what mat- 
ters it how clean our streets, how well fed and 
housed our populace may be, if the hearts of 
the citizens are unclean and burdened with 
sin? What matters it that business is being 
renewed if a right spirit among our merchant 
princes is not renewed? What social con- 
gratulation belongs to the new year that does 
not bring the new man of the heart with it? 
And how can we hope tu triumph in any ma- 
terial changes for the better, which the fresh 
date may promise, if it does not promise or 
— the inauguration of a right spirit with- 
in us 

No genuine measure for the improvement 
of the world can be radically effective, except 
as it comes out of the deep reservoirs of indi. 
vidual hearts. Hence religious reformations 
are the only lasting ones. The center of per- 
sonality, either individual or civic, is the 
heart, out of which springs all real life, 
Therefore, the most searching and practical 
question which comes to us as men and citi- 
zens with the advent of the new year is this: 
Are our hearts right?“

The Rev. Dr. H. W. Thomas preached to 
his usual large congregation in the People’s 
Church, McVicker’s Theater, yesterday 
morning, taking for his theme, The Eu- 
thusiasm of Love.“ from the text:

Religion is natural,“ he said; its 
sources are in the nature and needs of man 
and their answering conditions in the fuliness 
of God.

ennobled, seifighness appears little and un- 
worthy; love becomes a mighty and all- 
compeliing enthusiasm. At last the soul 
comes to see and feel that God is love; that 
all love is vicarious, burden-bearing; ts 
itself in the place of others that it may belp 
and save; that a God in love could not be 
less than a Christ in suffering; that tnis is the 
law and life of the good in all worlds, Paul 
stood out in the clear licht and realization of 
this greatest of all facts in the moral uni- 
verse; he felt and gladiy yielded to its mighty 
power. He saw and felt the dark, the sin 
the death side of a world; he saw God 
in love; love in the person of Christ 
in the manger, in the garden, and on 
ing down into and rising up out 
of death, a world might rise up into the 
life of love and live forever. On great

: ditional tracks and sidmgs on previously ex- 
isting lines, and a general postponement of 
renewal by putting down new rails in, place 
of old ones, the notorious depression in the 
iron trade can be easily understood, The 
railroad consumption of iron does not con- 
stitute so large a percentage of the total as it 
did a few years ago before the exten- 
sive use of iron for building construc- 
tion in the cities came into favor, 
though it still is an important element. 
But the Engineering Mining Journal 
calls attention to the fati that if electric roads 
are taken into the account the decrease in 
new mileage will be less than otherwise it 
appears to be. The electric road is fast tak- 
ing the place of short suburban lines and 
branches which under former conditions 
would have been built by the steamy railroad 
companies. Thetotal amount of this must 
have been considerable for last year, and for 
the future it promises to increase rapidly, 
calling for a large quantity of material. 


Tuere is an exceedingly strong sentiment 
among the members of the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, as the interviews in another column will 
show, favoring the application of the merit 
system to municipal government. These in- 
terviews give promise that the General As- 
sembly will make a move this winter in the 
right direction. With one or two exceptions 
every Senator and Representative who was 
asked to give his views as to legislation most 
needed was particular to go on record as 
favoring this idea of civil service reform.

The Brennan police bill does not seem 
to meet with general favor, and there will be 
several measures introduced on this subject.

A similar bill was before 
the last Legislature, but was defeated. There 
are various other measures of ag important 
nature referred to in these interviews, and it 
is apparent that the approaching session will 
have plenty of work laid out for it by the 
mem bers. 


“THE GREAT LABOR PROBLEM.” 

It is said that a scheme is on foot for organ- 
izing the wage- workers of the United States, 
Canada, and Mexico into one comprehensive 
labor union, the object of which is to solve 
‘the great labor problem.“ The person who 
is ambitious to effect this combinution esti- 
mates there are more than 16 million wage- 
workers in the three countries, of whom not 
to exceed 750,000 are organized, this being 
less than 5 per cent. The other 95 per cent 
are to be brought in, and ultimately every one 
of the toilers is to secure representation in the 
‘* vast central body.“ which it is proposed to 
create, and undoubtedly is intended shall be 
maintained at the expense of the toilers. 

What is the great labor problem which 
it is proposed to solve? The main idea ad- 
vanced by the labor agitators, and apparently 
with the consent of most of the 5 per cent of 
the toilers who listen to them, is that labor 
does not receive its due share of production. 
According to them the toilers in all lines 
ought to receive higher wages, and not a few 
hold this should be for a shorter day, so that 
the pay per hour would be raised 25 or 50, or 
even 100 per cent. The demand is for a 
higher wage scale, because it is believed this 
would force out of the employer a greater 
share of the product than is now received by 
the toiler. But would it do so? Supposing 
that by means of the proposed union, or in 
some other way, there should be caused a 
general advance in the price of labor per 
hour. Would it bexefit the toilers? 

To answer the question correctly one must 
know approximately what is the share of la- 
bor in production and the transportation 
which is an element in the selling price of an 
article. The census reports for the United 
States in 1890 give the total of wages paid 
in manufacturing processes as 2,172 million 
dollars ana the product value as 9,057 mill- 
ions, from which it may be inferred that 
wages received only 24 per cent of the prod- 
uct. But the cost of materials used is stated 
as 5,051 millions. To what is that cost due? 
Mostly to the labor employed in extracting 
and preparing that raw material, and in 
transporting it to the places where it is oper- 
ated on by other toilers. It includes the cost 
of raising the grain which is turned into 
flour by the miller, and of making the flour 
by the miller whose product is rated as raw 
material’’ by the baker. In the manufactur. 
ing statistics the cost of raising the grain on 
the farm and of trarisporting it to the mill is 
not credited to labor at all. Similarly it may 
be shown that for live stock products, and for 
the vast range of other material considered in 
the manufacturing. statistics, the labor ele- 
ment is not duly taken into the account. 

The true mode of procedure, if that were 
practicable, would be to omit all valuation of 
product which is not ultimate. For instance, 
not to count in the vaiue of flour if the value 
of the bread made from it bé reckoned. But 
as this is not practicable all through the best 


| way left is to take as a basis the 4,035 mill- 


ions of difference between the reported value 
of products and cost of materials used. Of 
this the labor employed in effecting the manu- 
facturing changes wrought in that material 
receives 53.8 per cent. The employer re. 
ceives the remaining 46.2 per cent. But for 
what? Most of it goes to pay for other labor 
which would not have been employed at all 
but for the prospect that its products would 
be used in the processes of the present. There 
would be no demand for labor to construct 
machinery, to build factories and railroads, 
or to replace old machines and rails by new 
ones if it were not expected that the labor 
employed thereon would be paid for out of 
the processes in which those appliances were 
to be used. The fact is the use of those 
things must be paid for by the employer of 
labor in the present. He cannot have the use 
of them on any other terms, and without them 
he would have no need to employ other 
labor, 

Nor 1s this a.matter of past labor alone, 
which could be appropriated by such a whoie- 


production of new machinery, factory build- 
ings, rails, and rolling stock is continuaily 
in progress. Takeaway the inducement to 
pay for the production of these, anda vast 
proportion of the alleged 16 millions of toil- 
ers would have nothing to do. The material 
produced as aid to human labor is all the 
time being worn out or superannuated by the 
invention of something more effective, and 
therefore better. If all the appliances re. 
ferred to were confiscated to the possession 
of“ labor they would not last long without 
renewal, and there would be none of that re- 
newal by capital, no paying for the labor em- 
ployed now in what may be called auxiliary 
production, and in itsabsence other kinds of 
labor would become less and less effective. 

The payment of this auxiliary labor may be

direct labor, amounts to 80 per cent. The 
other 20 is left to the employer. But even 
that is very far from being all profit. Out 
of that be has to pay taxes and insurance.

the interest on the cost of buildings and 
plant may be included in the 26 per cent, 
Payment for these items is as peremptory as 
is that for the labor of the past and present, 
and after all these have been met the average 
employer does not realize more than about 6 
per cent of the selling value of his product. 

It is true that some employers make more 
than this 6 per cent per annum, but they are 
the exceptions, and the general average is 
preserved by the fact that very many make 
less than 6 per cent, while not a few net a 
loss. Without a fair prospect of this moder- 
ate profit, and the hope of more if the busi- 
ness be fairly prosperous, the employer would 
not care to hire labor and agree to pay for it. 
Hence the labor unions have no good reason 
to expect that they can force higher wages, 
the difference to be paid out of what are now 
the profits of employers. They can obtain the 
advance only by a corresponding increase in 
the cost and therefore in the selling prices 
of the product. But this means that 
the consumer must pay more than pre- 
viously. If the change in this direction 
were confined to one or a few lines the toilers 
in those lines might gain an advantage at the 
expense of all the rest. But in the case of a 
general advance, such as would be aimed at 
by a combination of all the labor unions in 
the three countries, each toiler would get the 
higher wages only at the cost of paying cor - 
respondingly high figures for all that he 
bought for the consumption or other use of 
himself and family. Hence the movement 
referred to is a foolish one at best, and if it 
resulted in strikes would be a positive damage 
to the classes undertaking it, as to all other 
members of the community. So the man 
who is engineering the formation of this com- 
bine is asking the wage-toilers to try some- 
thing equally foolish with the fellow who got 
in a basket and endeavored to lift himself up 
by tugging away at the handles. Heis bar k 
ing up the wrong tree. 


UNWILLING TO GIVE UP FREE PASSES, 

The officeholders in the State of New York 
from members of the Legislature down to 
policemen are struggling with the question 
how they can get around that provision in the 
newamendment to the Constitution which 
makes it an offense for a public officer to ask 
for or receive any free pass or discriminating 
rates from any railroad company, whether 
steam or horse car, or from any telegraph or 
telephone company. 

Those who are most excited are the mem- 
bers of the Legislature. The old members, 
who know from experience how pieasant a 
thing it is to be ‘able to makea weekly trip 
home without its costing them a cent, or to 
help out a needy friend by lending him a pass 
or begging one for him, feel that they have 
been outraged. The newly elected ones are 
of the opinion that officeholding has been de- 
prived of half its charm. 

They have been consulting lawyers to find 
out what they can do to be saved. They are 
told that the constitutional amendment can 
be nullified without difficulty if the railroads 
will coéperate. The latter can give a legisla- 
tor a first-class ticket and have it charged up 
to the President’s secret service fund, or they 
can give him a thousand-mile book. But the 
railroads may not be ready to do this. It is 
an offense for them to give free transporta- 
tion as well as for an officer to receive it, and 
as passes cost the roads a great deal they may 
refuse to aid the legislators. So it is suggest- 
ed that a law be passed authorizing the Secre- 
tary of State to issue transportation cards for 
members and officers traveling on public busi- 
ness. Otte of the Judges has said this would 
be lawful. Then the taxpayers would be sad- 
died with the traveling expenses of the legis- 
lators. Thesmallfry city and county offi- 
cials and policemen will be left out in the 


cold, 


This open, avowed determination to get 
around the Constitution shows how firm a 
grip this free pass evil has. The mass of the 
people want it done away with. Gov. Flower 
says: 

While I was making a tour of the State I 
found everywhere that the farmers favored this 
provision because they believed that where a leg- 
islator or a public officer received favors from 
transportation companies the latter were ena- 
bled to swear off or reduce the amount of their 
taxes to the detriment of the farmers, who had 
to make this balance good. 


But the beneficiaries of the system will not 
let it die without a desperate fight. The bad 
effect of passes on legislation will be wit- 
nessed in this State for several months. The 
General Assembly will meet next week. Each 
of the members will have his pocket filed 
with passes. About the middie of every week 
until the close of the session almost every 
Senator and Representative will desert his 
post and go home. The few who would like 
to stay do not because there would not be a 
quorum and they couid do nothing. Conse. 
quently the session lasts about twiceas long 
as it ought to and much less is accomplished 
than if the Legislature met and remained 
steadily in session until the day set for final 
adjournment. Under the present system 
there is a great rush then and crude, im perfect 
measures are put through without due con- 
sideration. 

The people of this State are opposed to 
passes. They would rather that no one should 
be favored in that way, for they know that 
those who buy tickets have to pay for those 
who ride free. There is no immediate hope 
of a reform, however. The legislators will 
insist on the roads giving them free transpor- 
tation and the railway people will not have 
the courage to refuse, fearing that if they do 
the angry members of the General Assembly 
will resort to unfriendly legisiation. It may 
be that the constitutional amendment will 
prove to be operative in New York. But even 
if it should be, and if as a consequence the 
people of Illinois were to ask a future Gen- 
eral Assembly to submit a similar amend. 
ment to them for ratification, it never could 
get a two-thirds vote in the Legislature.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM DEMANDED. 

The Executive committee of the Repub- 
lican County Central committee has adopted 
strong resolutions in favor of civil service re- 
form and has appointed a committee to go to 
Springfield and urge the Republican members 
of the Legislature to take action. Those who 
have been elected .from this county have 
personal knowledge of the need of reform in 
the administration of municipal affairs and 
ought to bea unit in favor of the proposed 
reform. Those from the rural districts 
should throw no obstacies in the way of their 
city colleagues getting what they want. The 
Democratic Central committee should have a 
meeting now and imitate the exampie of the 
Republicans, so that both parties may be on 
record as insisting on the adoption of reform 
legislation. 

One of the requests of the Republican com- 
mittee is that a la w be passed making all city 
and county elective officers ineligible for im- 
mediate reéiection. This is the case now with 
the Sheriff and the County Treasurer. They 
were made ineligible for special reasons 
which do not apply so strongly to other 
county officers. But the provision—e pt in 
the case of Judges—is a good one. If the 
office is one which gives its occupant political 
power he should be deprived of the tempta- 
tion to misuse that power to retain that par- 
ticular position. If it is one which invoives 
the handling of much money it is better there 
should be an inevitable day of reckoning.

| | dermen Is concerned, it has its bad as well as 


its good side, No boodler will stay in the 
Council for more than two years at a time. 
But boodlers will continue to be elected un- 
less the voters of some of the wards have a 
change of hearts. Men will continue to go 
into the Council for the sake of stealing, and 
will do so energetically from the day they are 
sworn in. : : 

The ineligibility provision would deprive 
the city of the services of some honest and 
competent Aldermen. Equally bonest men 
can be chosen to succeed them, but it takes 
some time for an Alderman to learn the ins 
and outs of city government. There ought 
always to be some men of considerable ex- 
perience on the Finance committee, especially 
where heads of departments are changed as 
often as they are here, It may be deemed 
better to limit the powers of the Aldermen 
and deprive them of opportunities of making 
money illegally. Then, perhaps, dishonest 
men will not be so anxious to get into the 
Council, and an ineligibility provision will 
not be insisted on.

WRIGHT'S ARBITRATION BILL. 

The bill to provide for the appointment of 
a United States Board of Conciliation’ and 
Arbitration, which was drafted by Carroll D, 
Wright, contemplates the settlement of diffi- 
culties between railroads and their employés 
by voluntary and not by compulsory arbitra- 
thon, though there are some compulsory*feat- 
ures which come into play after arbitration 
bas been resorted to. 

It is declared that if both parties toa dis- 
pute consentto submit their controversies to 
the commission for settlement its decision 
shall be final and conclusive. On filing it in 
any United States Circuit Court a final judg- 
ment or decree must be entered in accord- 
ance therewith and the court must enforce it 


to the full extent of its jurisdiction. But if 


either side is dissatisfiea with the decision it 
can appeal to a Circuit Court, which is re- 
quired to hear the case summarily and which 
has power to affirm, modify, or reverse the 
award in whole or part and enter a final 
judgment and enforce it. 

If employers and employés agree to arbi- 
trate they become amenable to certain pro- 
visions of the bill. One of them is that while 
proceedings are pending it shall not be law. 
ful for the employer to discharge except for 
inefficiency, violation of law, or neglect of 
duty any of the employés who are interested 
in the controversy, nor shall it be lawful for 
those employés to order, unite in, aid, or abet 
strikes or boycotts against the employer. 
After an award has been made the omployer 
must not for six months thereafter discharge, 
except for the causes mentioned above, any 
of the employés interested in the award un- 
less he gives them thirty days’ notice, And 
none of the employés must leave without just 
cause during the same period without giving 
thirty days’ notice, Any violation of these 
provisions is punishable as a misdemeanor. 

If people submit td arbitration there is no 
reason why they should not be made to ac. 
cept the award or punished if they disregard 
it. But the commission of any of the acts 
mentioned above is to constitute a misde- 
meanor in cases where there has been no sub. 
mission to arbitration by the employers. The 
commission is empowered to investigate any 
complaint made by an employé or emyloyés 
against any employer subject to the provis. 
ious of the act as to the terms and condi- 
tions of employment or as to grievances con- 
nected therewith.“ 

At the close of such an investigation the 
commission has to make a report giving the 
findings of fact on which its conclusions are 
based, the conclusions as to the responsibility 
for any wrong done, and its recommenda. 
tions. These findings of fact are to be 
deemed prima facie ‘evidence and given due 
weight in all judicial proceedings. The em- 
ployer can be compelled to appear and an- 
swer inquiries and made to produce any book 
or paper which may be called for. One copy 
of the report goes to the employés, one to the 
employer, and one to the Attorney-General, 
who shall take such proceedings thereon as 
may be necessary for the protection of the 
public interests. This is a little blind. It 
is not clear what he could or should do if the 
commission were to report that a railroad 
ought to pay higher wages while the railroad 
was firm in the belief it could not afford to 
do so. 

Although this investigation is an involun- 
tary proceeding so far as the employer is 
concerned, itis a misdemeanor for him to 
discharge one of the complainants except for 
Cause while it is going on, or to discharge one 
of them for six months after its close except 
in the manner specified above. It is, how- 
ever, a misdemeanor for employés to quit 
except in the way provided in connection 
with arbitration proceedings, or to strike or 
boycott the employer or advise others to do 
80. 

This power to investigate which is given to 
the commission may be said to be a one- 
sided one, in that railroads are not permitted 
to muke complaint to it of the terms and con- 
ditions imposed by corporations or associa- 
tions of employés which may seem unjust to 
the roads or injurious to the interests of the 
public. It is assumed that the employés can 
have grievances, but the employers never. 

Some of the provisions of this bill will not 
be likely to meet with general favor. The 
labor men may look on them with distrust. 
They may think that if the commission makes 
an award against them which they do not 
like the Circuit Court may enforce its award 
too energetically, Of course no bill can pass 
at the present séssion, so there will be 
abundant time to meditate on the subject. 
Hasty action might be worse than non-action.

FOR CURRENCY LEGISLATION, 

The caucus of Democratic members of 
the Lower House of Congress, to be 
held today at the request of Mr. Spring- 
er, may be an important one. Even 
if it should be the occasion of nothing 
more conclusive for the moment than to show 
that the Carlisle currency measure, or the 
amendment thereto which he is understood to 
have indorsed, has far fewer supporters than 
the Secretary has counted on, it will open the 
way for the intrcduction and passage of a de- 
cided improvement, This appears to be 
probable. If the Secretary of the Treasury 
is convinced that his pet measures cannot 
meet witha majority approval he may cease 
to agitate for them and give way for the adop- 
tion of some measure far better fitted to 
meet the requirements of the business situa- 
tion. 

Newspaper correspondents at Washington 
report that they see a growing disposition to 
deal with the currency question on lines not 
favored by Carlisle, but which several weeks 
ago were said to be under consideration by 
the President. They find that many Con- 
gressmen think it absolutely necessary to the 
protection of the Treasury from continual as- 
taults upon its stock of gold that the green- 
backs and the Sherman Treasury notes should 
be retired. This would have to be done by 
funding them,and no one doubts that the 
bonds necessary to be issued for that purpose 
could be placed at a low rate of interest. 
These bonds being used as security for 4 cur- 
rency circulation by the national banks, the 
only kinds of paper currenvy in the hands of 
the people would be the national bank notes

and the silver certificates, while the plan 
| would not involve any assault on the national | 


and would stop the present drain of gold 
from the National Treasury by taking out of 
circulation the paper that now is used to effect 
the drain. } 


Furthermore, the Democratic leaders in 


Congress are beginning to see the absolute 
necessity of doing something if they would 
avoid absolute defeat next year. Some of 
them privately admit this. They say that if 
the present Congress does not pass an accept- 
able currency bill before March 4 the 
President will in all probability callan extra 
session which will properly deal with the 
case. ‘The weakness of the present currency 
system is so deeply felt by the people that de- 
mands for a change are pressed upon mem- 
bers of the Lower House from all quarters, 
and it is believed if this pressure result in the 
adoption by the House of a currency bill con- 
structed on sound principles there will be 
little difficulty in getting it through the 
Senate. For the Democratic leaders in the 
Senate understand so well the great danger to 
their party of allowing the present seasion to 
close without a settlement of the currency 
question that they would exert all their in- 
fluence to prevent the antiquated rules of 
their body from preventing the passage of 
the measure, So there is yet ground for 
hope, 


Tun Charleston News and Courier has in- 
stituted an inquiry among the farmers in the 
several counties of North Carolina in regard 
to their condition at the close of last year. It 
finds they have not much ready money but 
an abundance of bread and meat, and the 
statement appears to hold good for the mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and people generally, 
Many of the farmers, perhaps & majority of 
them, will not be able to “ pay out” on the 
operations of last year, the low price of cot- 
ton having reduced their incomes greatly, 
and on this account the merchants will have 
to carry over large lines of credit. But in no 
year since the war have the farmers made and 
saved so much to, eat. They start in 1895 
with a slight reduction of their indebtedness 
as compared with former years and with re- 
duced credit, but with full smoke-houses and 
bursting barns. Commenting on some 
of the reports the paper says that from 
nearly the whole list of counties they 
justify the remark that the people 
would be destitute if they were destitute, 
would be hungry if they did not have enough 
to eat, and would be in despair if there were 
no grounds of encouragement.” It adds that 
cotton is low, and so is nearly everything 
else. Money is tight, and so it will always be 
to those who have no good security to offer. 
Corn and bacon are plenty, and so are sor- 
ghum and potatoes. The supply of labor is 
abundant, and tha condition of working peo. 
ple asa whole will compare favorably with 
their condition in previous years. The banks 
are all solvent and the manufacturing indus- 
tries of the State are flourishing. The State 
is far better off than it has been in the not 
very remote past, and is far better off than 
many of the other States of the Union. All 
this is cheering, even though the well-known 
political attitude of the paper may be sup- 
posed to justify the idea that it is striving to 
reconcile its readers to a Democratic admiu- 
istration and Democratic policies in the gov- 
ernment of the Nation. 


As To the recom mendations of several Dem- 
ocratic newspapers that Representatives Wil- 
son and Springer should be given places as 
Judges in the Court of Claims, the New York 
Sun makes the neat point that it would not 
be proper, inasmuch as the pay of a Judge of 
the Court of Claims is $4,500 a year, which 
is $500 morethan these gentlemen believe 
any one has the right to earn. It says: 

The thoughtfulness of their constituents will 
soon relieve them from the disgrace of drawing a 
salary of 65.000 a year, and it would be an in- 
sult to them to give them places where they 
would have tocross the forbidden income line 
once more. To gentlemen of their plain tastes, 
Populist sympathies, and aversion to wealth, 
small pay and a good deal of work must be at- 
tractive. 

In place, therefore, of sending them to the 
Court of Claims the Sun suggests they might 
be made collectors of the income tax, and, if 
the income tax is killed, then they might be 
appointed Inspectors of Customs, provided 
they can pass the civil service examinations, 
and provided further that the remuneration 
must not exceed the limit which they have 
themselves set as the boundary between per- 
missible and forbidden emolument.” The 
suggestions of the Sun are both just and

the State until another crop is garnered. The 
reason is simple and logical: This Western 
country hds been settled by poor people, who 
are now confronted by a condition, not a the- 
ory—they have lost the fruition of two years 
of hard labor in their farms. That tells the 
whole story. What little surplus they have 
been able to gather has been absorbed in liv- 
ing through the last two years of failure. 
They have, many of them, come to the end 
of their necessarily limited resources. Not 
even having feed they have been compelied 
to dispose of their stock at low prices or ship 
them to more favored localities for the win- 
ter, frequentiy sacrificing the little accumu- 
lated by almost miraculous care, persever- 
ance and economy. 

Take, for instance, this county, Red Willow. 
In a population of about 10,000 it is con- 
servatively estimated that 350 families will 
require more or less assistance in the way of 
food, fuel, ahd clothing. A careful personal 
canvass of six precincts out of a total of 
twenty precincts shows an average of about 
twenty needy fumilies in each of the six pre- 
cincts. The condition of the remaining four- 
teen precincts is better—the valley farmers 
raising something at least. These and perhaps 
others will have to have some assistance, next 
spring,in the way of feed for their work 
horses and seed of various kinds for the 
spring planting. This is oneof the most 
serious problems confronting thoughtful ones 
who look into the future that far. 

In this county, as well as in the other 
counties of southwestern Nebraska, the 
county authorities, several societies, and in- 
dividuals have in many ways already assisted 
the needy. The work of benevolence is well 
organized, and while the imperative need of 
aid exists, the necessity for starvation or 
suffering does not and need not. There have 
been, however, a few cases where there have 
heen unnecessary privation and exposure on 
account of the not uncommon reluctance of 
the individuals to make known their con- 
dition. 

In general, while many people are needy, 
they are not suffering and destitute to the 
point of starvation as some accounts would 
indicate; glittering generalities should not be 
built upon possible isolated cases. Nor should 
the fact of need be denied. It would be an 
injustice to the brave and hopeful people that 
are pioneering this frontier country.

They appreciate their inability to 
give the people the service they deserve 
and regret it, but must stand as martyrs 
to politics, The people in the wards 
have complained until they are disheartened, it 
is so useless, and in many localities have de- 
stroyed their garbage boxes and deposit garbage, 
ashes, and refuse on the ground, trusting * 
geese, of which fortunately there area ly 
number, especially in the Sixth Ward, to do the 
scavenger work for them. He does the work with 
six teams in each ward in summer and winter, 
when in the Fifth at least he should use eleven. 

This Ward Is Never Clean. 

Seventh Ward—Contractor, H. P. Carmody. In- 
spectur, Joseph Sullivan. Contract, $622. This 
ward is never clean: contractor's excuse is that 
they are a hard people to take care of they are so 
dirty. He does his work with no regularity, and 
as little as possible, unless specially crowded by 


the department. He gets along with six teams 


at all seasons, when he should have ten at least. 
Eighth Ward—Contractor, John H. Nolan. In- 
spector, Frank Sims. Contract, $455. Was in 

ood condition until the contractor took the

Inspector, S. Schulhoff.. Contract, 61,088. One 
of the best wards in the city, largely due to a 

ood Inspector, for the same contractor has the 
inth Ward, which is never up to the mark. 

Twelfth Ward—Contractor, John Connors. In- 
spector, Thomas Lee. Contract, $1,175. This 
contractor makes no pretension to filling his con- 
tract. In the summer his ward was routed up 
for service once in five days. In spite of the re 
rimands of the department and entreaties of h 
inspector he makes no improvement; he took 
his contract too low and wishes to save himself 
at the expense of the work. His inspec- 
tor is a faithfal man, but unable to compel the 
contractor to carry out his orders. This con- 
tractor should not be continued after Jan. 1 or 
allowed another contract, for he persistently re- 
fuses to fill it. He cleans this large, thickly set- 
tled ward, of a nice class of residents, with only 
thirteen teams the yeur round, when he should 
use at least seventeen in summer.

The fact of the matter is that Springer is 
absolutely intoxicated with the prominence 
he has achieved as the representative of the 
administration and, the leader of the House 
forthe time being. He wishes to continue 
the day of sunshine. The longer the debate 
the greater is Springer; the greater the num- 
her of amendments the longer it will take to 
dispose of them. Every substitute is his per- 
sonal friend, every criticism a faithful ally. 
every serious and well-considered attack his 
champion and assistant. Mr. Springer has 
no desire to limit debate, not he. Repudia- 
ted by the people of Central IIlinois, he is at 
last filling a big gap at the capital of the 


country. He wants to go out in a blaze of 
glory, and he is hav his revenge for the 
mortificahon he endu when deprived of 


the glory of being Chairman of the Ways and 
Means committee, thus causing his name to 
reverberate in history as the accomplished 
author of a tariff bill, iike Mille and Wilson. 
Could Springer have his way the House would 
discuss the currency from now until the 4th 
of March, never adjourning day or night, for 
well he knows that when the great problem is 
once disposed of he will be cast aside like an 
orange sucked dry, only good to trip people 
up and provoke profanity. This is the secret, 
then, of this latest declaration, that whatever 
the result of the caucus, an immediate vote 
will not be pushed. at least so far as he is 
concerned.

MEASURES PENDING IN THE SENATE, 


Nicaraguan Canal Bill at Present the 
Principal Topic of Discussion. 

Wasuisetos, D. C., Jan. 6.—The Senate 
will undoubtedly adjourn tomorrow soon 
after the hour of meeting asa mark of re- 
epect to Representative Post. Tuesday the 
Nicaraguan Canal bill will again be before 
the Senate and the regular proceedings of the 
week will begin with a speech in support of 
the measure by Senator Mitchell of Oregon. 
The friends of the canal bill are hopeful that 
a vote may be reached during the week. The 
‘pension billis the only appropriation now 
before the Senate, and it is not beliéved its 
consideration will consume much time, 
but there is a probability that the 
urgent deficiency bill will be reported during 
the week, and in case it should be it will be 
made the basis for numerous speeches on the 
appropriations for carrying the income tax 
into effect. While the opponents of the income 
tax generally disavow any intention to defeat 
the appropriation they openly confess their 
purpose of using it asa text for speeches on 
the general policy of imposing euch tax. The 
probabilities are, however, against any effort 
to secure consideration of this bill dur the 
ess 


there are still others so far unannounced to 
be made to its support. advocates of 
the canal bill are inning to grow some- 
what anxious to receive a vote, as they sus- 
pect an effort to hold this off until it may be 
possible to displace the bill entirely with 
some other measure, or if this be avoided and 
the bili passed, that it will reach the House 
too late te secure consideration during the 
present session. The general understanding 
now is that when the Nicaragua bill shall be 
disposed gf by the Senate the bankruptcy bill 
will be taken up for consideration and that 
after that the territorial admission bills will 
receive attention. 


SUGAR AND THE LIVESTOCK INTERESTS. 


Statement of Col. George R. Davis in Re- 
gard to Recent Reports. 

George R. Davis, who has recently re- 
turned from Washington, where he represent 
ed the live stock interests in trying to secure 
relief from foreign restrictions, said yester- 
day he had been misreported in a Washington 
dispatch in Taz Sunpay Trisunz. He had 
beer represented as stating to the live stock 
men that no relief could be obtained from 
the present Congress. Idid not so report,“ he 
said, to the live stock interests when 
I returned. What I did report was that the 
repeal of the tenth of one cent per pound, the 
discriminating duty against Germany and 
other foreigf countries, could probably be 
secured at this session, and that in my opinion 
the administration would favor such legisla- 
tion. I also reported that in my opinion the 
duty of 40 per cent piaced on raw sugar 
could not be repealed at this session of Con- 
gress. The repea! of the one-tenth of a cent 
per pound discriminatmg duty. I reportea, 
would, in my opinion, help the situation ma- 
terially, as it would give us an opportunity 
for negotiations for the relief of the live 
stock interests. The live stock interests did 
not think this afforded sufficient relief.“

Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 6.—The attention 
of President Cleveland having been called to

Friday that the visit of a certain ‘‘ committee 

of Royalists from the Hawaiian Islands was 

connected in some way with the departure of 

American ships from that locality ,the President 

said tonigh toan Associated Press reporter: 

„Of course such an insinuation is absurd. 
Its propriety and the motive behind it, I am 
sure, can safely be left to the judgment of 
fair and right-thinkmg Americans. I am en- 
tirely willing that all our people should know 
everything concerning the visit of the so- 
called ‘committee of Royalists.’ Last year 
in the latter part of July or early in August 
three gentlemen from Hawaii arrived here 
and asked, through the Secretary of State, 
my degignation of a time when 
they could have an interview with 


deposed Hawaiian Queen. Though I could 
not with propriety recognize them officially, 
Iwas not disposed to refuse them personally 
the courtesy of an audience., Therefore a 
future day and hour were fixed for the inter- 
view. In the meantime at my request, trans- 
mitted through the Secretary of State, these 
gentlemen made known the precise purpose 
of their visit in the following note: 

~ “ Wasutreton, D. C., Aug. 11, 1894—To. the 
Hon. W. Q. Gresham. Secretary of State—Sir: 
We. the undersigned Commissioners, sent by her 
Majesty, Queen Liliuokalani. request an audi- 
ence of the President of the United States. We 
desire to ask his Excellency whether there is any 
hope for his doing anything for the restoration 
of the constitutional governmentof the Hawaiian 
Islands.

„ After this note had been submitted to me 
I prepared in writing, with some care, a reply 
to the question 1t contained, to be read by me 
to the Commissioners at our meeting. I in- 
tended to avoid all misunderstanding and 
misconception by absolutely 1 4 myself 
to such written reply, of which the following is 
a copy: 

„ Gontlemen: You must permit me to remind 
you that this interview is notan official one, and 
that instead of receiving you in any representa- 
tive capacity I meet you as individuals who 
have traveled a loug distance for the purpose o 
laying a certain matter before me. You ask me 
if there is any hope of my ‘doing any- 
thing for ‘the restoration of the constitu- 
tional government of the Hawaiian islands.’ 

suppose that this question is largely 
prompted by the fact that soon after the ove 
turning of the late governmentof the Queen 
investigated that transaction, and was satis 
there had been such an unjustifiable inter 
ference of aid of that movement on the part of 
the representatives of the government of the 
United States, in its diplomatic and naval serv- 
ice, as to call for correction, not only to rectify 
what seemed to be a wrong done to others, but 
also through that rectification to ward off what 
appeared to be danger to American honor and 
probity. Fully appreciating the constitu- 
tional itations of my executive po 
and by no means unmindful the 
hindrances that might arise, I undertook the 
task. Having fail in my plans I committed 
the entire subject to the Congress of the United 
States, which had abundant power and authurity 
in the premises, The executive branch of the 
overnment was thereby discharged from further 
uty and responsibility in the matter unless 
moved thereto by Co ssional command, The 
Congress has, both by its action and its omissioa 
to act, signified that nothing need be done touch- 
ing American interference with the overthrow of 
the government of the Queen. 

1 ‘Quite lately a government has been established 
in Hawaii, which is in fuli force and operation in 
all parts of the islands. It is maintaining its 
authority and discharging all ordinary govern- 
mental func Upon general principles and 
uot losing sight of the special circumstances sur- 
rounding this case the new government is clearly 
entitied to our nition without regard to any 
of the incidents which accompanied or preceded 
its inauguration. This recognition the atti- 
tude of the Congress concerning Hawafian affairs, 
of course, led to an absolute denial of the least 
present or future aid or encouragement on my 
part to an effort to restore any government here- 
tofore existing in the Hawaiian Islands. .

Not Only for Cutting Coupons, but for Get- 
ting Information. 

The great corporations are among the most 
carefui and assiduous readers of the newspa- 
pers. A corporation of this description would 
as soon think of doing without its attorneys, 
say, as its newspapers. The newspapers are 
not only channels of information—and there 
ig very little going on thata big corporation 
doesn’t want to know at one time or another 
—but they furnish veins from which skiliful 


fingers may get the public pulse. 

All the railroads have their own exchange 
departments, and many of them, such as the 
Santa Fé, the Wisconsin Central, and the Kan- 
sas City and Sau Francisco, subscribe to a 
clipping bureau besides. This exchange de- 
partment serves a double purpose. Through 
it a check is kept on the advertisements of the 
road, It ever the able editor of the Podunk 
Clarion, either from accident or design, drops 
out the little card upon which his annual pass 
depends his attention is called to the fact by 
return mail. Which convinces him power- 
fully of two things: First, that this corpora- 
tion, although it has no soul, possesses the 
eyes of Argus; and second, that the Clarion ie 
a very great paper, whose advertising space is 
not a thing to be considered lightly. 

If, again, the Clarion makes an attack on 
the raiiroad alluded to, emphasizes its soul- 
leus and grasping characteristics and suggests 
remedial legislation, the soulless corporation 
knows it very shortly after the Clarion 
reaches Chicago and takes such steps in the 
premises as it thinks proper; sending another 
pass, perhaps, or taking the one away, aa the 
circumstances may seem to render advisable.

to take steps to head it off if possible. 
Railroads are deeply interested in the de- 
velopment of the territory through which they 
run and territory into which they contemplate 
building extensions. The Santa Fé, for in- 
stance, gets everything it can about the devel- 
opment of Southern California. The growth 
of industries and the location of new ones are 
also matters of which close watch is kept.” 
The establishment of colonies either of for- 
eigners or of people from other States is im- 
portant to the roads in the territory in which 
the colony is located. So far as possible a 
road keeps advised of contemplated migra- 
tious of this kind and offers the colonists in- 
ducements to locate on its land.

They 
have, by training and practice, acquired a fa- 
cility for recollecting the play of the cards 
and such a comprehension of the causes that 
lead to any given play that they are able, 
without the assistance of conventional leads 
and sigaals,to know accurately not only 
what cards remain unplayed, but also accu- 
rately to locate them. As this is precisely 
the object sought to be attained by the great 
body of conventional rules of play which 
forms modern scientific whist, it became an 
interesting question whether what is known 
as “ecard sense” was as good as 
or better than scientific play. The ques- 
tion has ‘been one frequently discussed io 
whist circles and many arguments pro and 
con have been advanced. There were ac- 
counts of great games played by professional 
cari players, but there was no account of 
any attempt really to try the question by 
actual contest. The system of duplicate 
whist” permits of such a‘ decisive contest, 
and finally one genius had the inspiration of 
— yp a gournament to decide the mat- 
ter. The idea was quickly taken up and has 
assumed form and sha 

It has been decided 
be between eight representatives of each style 
of play. Twenty-four boards or will 
be played as follows: There will be four 
tables; at two of these the north and south 
players will be Whist club men, at the other 


two they will be their opponents. 
Similarly the players of each side 
will alternate in the east and 


west seats. The twenty-four boards will then 
be played in succession at each table and the 
four totale summed up. In this way the best 
players will be accurately located, as each 
side has to encounter exactly the same prob- 
lems as the other. AG 


For Glory and a Dinner, 


The stake for which the contest will be 
played will be purely giory plus a dinner for 
the contestants, repre entatives of the 
Chicago Whist club have already been se- 
lected. They are Messrs. Ehrlich, Baldwin, 
C. H. Walker, Tobin, Norton, Keehn, Hartz, 
and Enright. Their opponents will comprise 
Curt Gunn, Sobe Gucn, Joe West, Al Mayer, 
and four others. Both sides are anxious to 
have the question settled on its merits, and 
both are confident of victory. 

In connection with this contest a famous 
contest ofadozen years ago is frequently 
mentioned. At that time the Aurora Whist 
club entered a match in which Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, and other cities took part. The Au- 
rora players discarded ail use of signals and 
of strictly conventional leads, but watched 
carefully the play of their opponents, relying 
for themselves solely upon good card sense. 
They were victorious overall comers by great 
scores. However, it must be remembered 
that they fully comprehended every signal 
and lead made by their opponents, and had 
only to interpret these in reverse order to ar- 
rive at conclusions for their own play, The 
point of similarity wita the present contest 
lies in the fact that the scienfific players will 
not be able to read and unders their op- 
ponents’ play; but, unlike the Aurora play- 
ers, neither will these understand the play of 
the scientists. They meet on equal ground 
thovelcine, and the ane @uneiian tm be dannaed 
will be the one really at issue: Do conven- 
tional leads and signals give — ad vantage to 
whist players? In other words, are they a 
genuine and legitimate improvement on the 
game? 

How the Game Is Played. 

The system known as duplicate whist” 
is thus played. Twenty-four square boards 
are provided. Each has a broad rubber band 
from the center to each of the four sides. On 
one side are two stars, and in the center a 
hand with ‘index finger extended. In each 
four boards this finger points alternately to 
each of the four sides. Each board bearsa 
number. Twenty-four packs. are dealt into 
four hands each, which are then inserted un- 
der the bands. In playing, the side bearing 
the stars is invariably turned to the north. 
The hand points to the lead. The next player 
to the right turns up his top card for trump 
and writes it on a piece of paper, which he 
slips under his band. Instead of throwing 
the cards for each trick into the middle of the 
table, each player lays his card face up be- 
fore him. e winner of the trick takes one 
counter from a pile of thirteen. Then the 
cards are turned face down and the succeed- 
ing tricks played and counted in similar man- 
ner. At the conclusion of a hand the number 
of tricks taken by each set of partners is set 
down, the cards are returned to their original 
positions under the bands, and the board 
passes to fourfnew players, and so on through 
as many tables as there are sets of players. 
Thus comparative scores are readily reached, 
— — successive players all play identical 
ands. 

This is the system that will be followed in 
the match to be played this week.

The Church of the Epiphany consecrated 
yesterday fs one of the leading churches of 
ats denominataon in the United States. Ite 
corner stone bears an inscription proclaiming 
that it is erected ** For the good of men, to 
the glory of God.“ The church was organized 
March 21, 1868, and the parish of the Epiph- 
any was immediately recogaized by the 
Rt.-Rev. Bishop Whitehouse and admitted to 
the diocesan convention in the game year. A 
succession of clergy served for short periods, 
and Advent Sunday, Dec. 1, 1876, the pres- 
ent rector, the Rev. Theodore Nevins Morri- 
son, took up the work. During his rector- 
ship of eighteen years the parish has 
raised the sum of $416,000. The pres- 
ent number of communicants is 718. 
Since the parish was organized there 
have been 913 baptisms. 651 confirmations, 
560 marriages, and 657 burials. The necez- 
sity fora new church became apparent in 
1881, when the site at Ashiand boulevard and 
Adams street was purchased. In 1885 tae 
present church was built. it being necessary 
to assume an indebtedness of $40,000 for the 
purpose. That indebtedness wes afterward 
increased by the purchase of the church organ 
and the rectory property, No. 260 Achland 
boulevard. Six weeks ago Mrs. Abbie Ray- 
mond Champlin made known te Rector Mor- 
rison the purpose of herself and children of 
liquidating the entire bonded indebtedness of 
the parish as a memorial of the late George 
W. Champlin. Encouraged by this offer the 
parish raised 58,000, Which, together with 
the 835,000 contributed by Mrs. Champlin 
and members of her family, was sufficient to 
free the church property, valued at $160,000, 
from all indebtedness. 

Rev. Cammeron Mann, who preached 
the consecration sermon in the morning, was 
a classmute of Rector Morrison at the Gen- 
eral Theological Senitnaty in New York and 
officiated at his marriage fifteen years ago to 
Miss Swazey, daughter of the late Rev. Arthur 
Swazey. The Rt.-Rev. Isaac L. Nicholson, 
Bishop of Milwaukee, who preached. at the 
evening service, was elected to his Bishopric 
a short time ago, when the Rev. Mr. Morri- 
son himself received the second highest vote 
for the honor.

ritual. This was tollowed by the devotional 
exercises of the Epworth League heid at 
6:30 o'clock. " 

Bishop Merrill, in his aftérnoon sermon, 
took as his text the second verse of the 
twelfth chapter ot Paul's Epistle to the 
Hebrews. The Bishop sai in part: 
„Me can look upon the Savior’s promise of 
reward as a righteous motive to be governed 
by. I know the doctrine of grace comes to 
us with great force, and we must not dispar- 
age it in the least. We must not think that 
good deeds will atone for our past sins. There 
is only one sacrifice for sin, and that is the

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LESSONS FROM HAMLET’S LIF R 


M. M. Mangasarian Speaks of Shakspeare’s 
Great Character. 

M. M. Mangasarian spoke at the Grund 
Opera-House yesterday morning before the 
Society for Ethical Culture for the first time 
in four weeks. He took for the subject of his 
lecture Moral Questions in Shakspeare’s 
Hamlet.“ and said in part: 

„This is the story of a man who, through 
too much reflection, lost the power of action. 
It is a masterly analysis of human indecision, 
‘It is clear to me that Snakspeare’s in- 
tentyn,’ says Goethe, was to exhibit 
the effects of a great action imposed 
asa duty upon a mind too feebie for its ae- 
complishment.’ Hamlet sinks under. a load 
whith he can neither support nor abandon. 
The key note of the drama is struck in the 
very first scene, when Francisco says: For 
this relief much thanks—'tis bitter cold and I 
am sick at heart.’ Inthe last act Hamlet, 
just before the mortal combat, says: How 
vil all’s here about my heart.’ It is a malady 
of the mind brought about by doubt in the 
virtue of one who nearest to him—his 
mother. Unable to outlive the blow he lost 
his faith in virtue—in mankind. 

He must be an unworthy son of his noble 
father not to bring the offenders to justice. 
Yet how to accomplish this duty without go- 
ing beyond duty—this problem he never 
solves. Whenever he was about to act re- 
flection paralyzed his hand. A terrible melan- 
cholia enveloped his soul. 

The disease of Hamlet was moral. His 
skepticisin was of the heart. Because he had 
lost faith in his mother he had lost faith in 
the existence of a moral order, Skepticisin 
is sterile; it undermines all foundations and 
strikes with decay and death all growing 
things. 

Hamlet is a type of our age. Active in 
our brain, we are sterile in our hands. Too 
much philosophizing has deprived us of the 
use of our bands. Enthusiasm decreases in 
proportion as inteiligence increases. It is 
getting to be more and more difficult to move 
men to action. Again Hamlet typifies our 
age, and like a glass shows us our inmost 
nature in that we, too. are cognizant of our 
duty and know the right but lack decision 
and confidence, In the play of Hamlet 
almost every one of the ieading characters 
speak better than they act; even Claudius 
frequently pronounces the sentiments of a 
gentleman. Polonius, though he acts likéa 
buffoon, wives advice like a philosoptrer. 
Hamlet himself has all the words of the 
vocabulary of heroism on bis lips, but is 
without fruit. In this, too, has not Shak- 


speare foretold the spirit of the ufneteenth 9 
century? 5 f 
We have in this drama the story of the 


degeneration of a great soul. Unable to be 
the author of noble deeds, for which his ex- 
quisite physical, intellectual, and moral parts 
had fitted him, he becomes the author of 
many ignoble acts.. The one redeeming trait 
is his ardent love of Horatio. In loving Ho- 
ratio he loved virtue, honor, justice.“
